He was not captured until after a bitter 
| struggle, and his battle with the officers 
Tuesday morning lasted fully twenty min- 
| utes, 

He is. now a Work-hdéuse prisoner and is 
breaking rock in the quarry. 

Guetle has a saloon and grocery at 21 
and 22038 Osage street. His trouble with the 
, police and municipal government ts of long 
standing. It dates from the erection of Ed 
Butier’s reduction works. He contended 
| that wy giving the permit for the erection 
| of the garbage crematory they had injured 
his business, and he declined to pay license. 

Every year there was trouble about the 
collection of the license but after resorting 
to all kinds of evasions and threats Guetle 
Was eventually forced to pay the tax, 
| He pursued the same tactics this year. 
“He flatly refused to liquidate and said he 
would fight the entire police force of the 
city he would pay.

Whether Secretary Gage goes out or not 
it is apparent that the administration has 
a warm time on hand. 

Secretary Gage left for New York this 
morning. Later in the day Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip weakened on his original 
statement and denied that Mr, Gage had 
tendered his resignation. 

It is learned that at the time of the 
conversation between the President and 
Secretary, Mr. McKinley informed Mr.

Two men have been arrested on suspicion 
and released because their social and busi- 
ness reputations precluded the possibility 
of their being implicated in a robbery. The 


police decline to give their names, and say 
there will be no trouble about finding them 
if they are wanted again. 

Part of the evidence against them was 
that they were in the locality and that 
they answered the descriptions of Stein's 
assailants. 

Special Officers Shaw and Hageman of 
the Fifth District are working on the case. 
They have never been permitted to ques- 
tion Stein nor to see his mother. They 
have found two witnesses of the shooting 
and are on the track of two others, and 
they do not attach much weight to the 
footpad theory. 

The newly discovered witnesses are 
Harry McLaughlin, a printer, who lives 
at Lee and Pleasant avenues, and Oswald 
De Longue, a painter, who lives at 4158 
Grove street. 

Both are reputable young men and the 
stories of both are believed. 

De Longue says tha: he was walking south 
on Grand avenue about 8 o’clock Christmas 
night and saw two men lurking behind a 
post. Twenty feet in front of him were a 
man and a voung woman. He suspected that 
the men in ambush were footpads, but as 
they did not molest the man and woman 
he walked on and kept a elose waich on the 
men behind the post.

William Stein coming north on Grand av- 
enue. ;

“Here he comes. Give it to him now,” 

De Lengue shied away from the men, 
for he thought they referred to him, Stein 
and he met about thirty feet fiom the post 
and he looked back to see what the men 
lying in wait would do.

Mystery still envelopes the identity of the 
man who hoodwinked Mrs. Fione Lillian 
Van Schaak out of a valuable bundle of 
letters, some of which were to be used as 
evidence in her suit against Judge Peter Van 
Schaack, now pending. 

Judge Van Schaak is a millionaire druggist 
of Chicago and Mrs. Van Schaack is his 
daughter-in-law. Her charge that the Judge 
alienated her husband’s affections was aire 
when she sued him in New York for $65,000 
and got judgment. When she found she 
could not collect money in Illinois on her 
New York judgment she filed a similar suit 
in Chicago, asking for $75,000 for the aliena- 
tion of her husband's affections and $50,000 
for alleged libel. 

Monday she came to St. Louis and lost 
the letters on which she relied for evidence, 
and several chapters of a novel which is 
appearing serially in a Chicago magazine. 

She accepted the hospitality of friends 
in Belleville during the holidays. She came 
to St. Louis Monday to visit friends, but 
found they had gone to New Orleans. 

She went to the Planters’ Hotel for lunch- 
eon. While she was in the cafe a messen- 
ger told her she was wanted at the tele- 


‘phone. She stepped into the telephone room. 


No one heard what she said. When she 
came from the room she called a messenger 
boy and gave him two small handbags 
which she carried with her when she went 
to answer the message. The boy left the 
hotel and when he returned ten minutes 
later he handed Miss Van Schaack a piece 
of paper. 

That was what was observed at the hofel. 
The explanation is founded on Mrs. Van 
Schaack’s statements. She says deception 
was used to purloin her valuable docu- 
ments, which would have been worth thou- 
sande to certain persons, who will be called 
upon to oppose her lawsuit against Judge 
Van Schaack. 

Her first recital of her story was to 
Clerk Thomas Pritchard of the Laclede Ho- 
tel. She was confidential with the hotel 
clerk and protested that she did not desire 
publicity.

The novel, three chapters of which she 
put in the packet, Is entitled ‘‘Letters From 
Hell.” It is a thinly disguised history of 
her trouble with the Van Schaacks. The 
first installment was printed in a Chicago 
magagine a month ago.

Witnesses Go Over the Same Ground, 
and Their Testimony Flatly Con- 
tradicts Parts of ‘Dub- 
lin’s’”’ Confession, 


The latest development in the Weinand 
murder case, outside of the reopening of the 
inquest Tuesday, is the arrest of William J. 

| Nolan, suspected of complicity in the mur- 

der. Nolan has been identified by Roberts, 
alias Dublin, as the “‘little stout, gray fel- 
low,"” who, he was told by Murphy, was 
one of the ringleaders in the plot. 

Nolan was arrested Monday night at his 
home, 4126 Sarpy avenue, by Detectives 

'Bambrick and Kelleher. He was taken to 
the Four Couris, where Chief Desmond 
questioned him. Nolan was somewhat agi- 
tated during the beginning of the examina- 

‘tion, but managed later to regain his com- 
posure. He admitted knowing Murphy, 
but denied knowing any one named Snider 
or Roberts. 

Roberts was then brought into the office 


and said Nolan was the man he met in 
Murphy's house the day of the robbery. 
Nolan left the house with Hoberts and 
‘Murphy, and said he had to go down town 
to prove an alibi in case he was arrested. 
The other two were to meet him in Bier- 
man’s saloon, on Broadway and Carr 
streets, after the robbery. 

When Roberts had concluded this state- 
ment, Nolan turned to the Chief and said: 
“The man is crazy.’ He could not, how- 
ever, give a good account of his move- 
ments on the day of the murder. 

Murphy was brought into the office. Nolan 
acknowledged knowing Murphy, but the lat- 
ter would neither admit nor deny knowing 
Nolan, saying he would say nothing until 
‘he saw h.s lawyer. 


The inquest on the body of Jacob Weinand 
Was resumed Tuesday morning at 10:50, In- 
terest in the tragely nas becn revived by 
the arrest of Murphy, Snidvr and Nolan as 
accessories to the srime, and when Cororer 
Wait began the examination of witnesses: 
every inch of space in the office and in the 
corridors. outside was dccuj:ied by curious 
Spectators The ante-roorn was given up to 
the witnesses, of whom there were at least 
thirty-five. 

Most of these witnesses were those who 
testified at the inquest last week, and had 
been recalled for the purpose of giving 
them a chance to refresh their memories 
on certain points of their former testimony 
and make any alterations which might 
prove of importance to the police. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond, Detective 
Allender and Capt. Phillips were present 
at the Inquest and occasionally prompted 
the Coroner,in his examination.

COLLECTOR'S OFFICE CROWDED 


The Delinquency Penalty After Jan. 1 
Is 8 Per Cent Per Annum and 
There Is 2 Mad Rush 
at Wenneker’s. 


Every afternoon this week a: 2 o'clock four 
trusty men leave the City Hall in a close 
carriage and drive directly to the National 
Bank of Commerce. They are supplied with 
guns of the most approved pattern. 

These men are the daily guardians of 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars of the 
municipality’s wealth, representing taxes 
paid by citizens who are anxious to avoid 
the penalty imposed upon delinquents. 

The days of grace for 1897 taxes end Friday 
evening at 6 o’clock. That is why the City 
Collector’s office is one of the busies: places 
in St. Lonis this week. 

The aggregate tax collections for 1897 fall 
Short of the preceding year on account of 
the havoc wrought by the tornado, which 
Swept the city shortly before the Assessor 
made his figures for 1897. 

“Where there was a house and lot before 
the tornado we probably found only a lot 
afterward,” explained Chief Clerk Jones of 
the Assessor’s office, “and that is how our 
figures shrunk. Of course we could not as- 
S€88S a property owner for a house which 
was only a pile of ruins. In such cases we 
noted the lot only.”’ 

City Collector Wenneker’s receipt for cur- 
rent revenue tax bills shows, exclusive of 
dram shop licenses, harbor collections and 
other specials, $7,050,000. That amount is 
20,000 less than was receipted for the pre- 
ceding year by Mayor Henry Ziegenhein, 
who was then City Collector. In the aggre- 
gate, the taxable wealth of St. Louis has 
increased with the natural healthy growth 
of the city, but overbalancing such growth 
is the shortage for which the tornado is 
responsible, 

But St. Louis is enormously wealthy and 
next year the cyclone will have no influ- 
ence on tax collections, because of the re- 
building of the desolated district. 

One afternoon last September when taxes 
were first announced due, & woman walked 
into the Collector’s office. Her coachman 
waited at the Market street entrance to the 
new City Hall. 

“T want to pay my taxes,”’ she said, and at 
the same time she laid upon the counter 
$115,000, 

That woman was Mrs. Ann R, Allen, and 
in exchange for her immense deposit of 
money she received a receipt showing that 
the rich Allen estate had paid its tax obliga- 
tion for 1897, 

William H. Thompson, of the Bank of 
Commerce entered the Collector's office one 
day and left $97,000 as nonchalantly as a 
belated owl car patron pays five cents fora 
last year’s weinerwurst. Mr. Thompson was 
simply paying his taxes. 

Samuel Cupples dropped $40,000 into the 
municipal slot last fall and Adolphus 
Busch came along with $35,000. 

The list of St. Louisans who pay an an- 
nual tax of $30,000 is a long one. The $25,- 
000 list is still longer, and so on down. 

“There are but few of the really wealthy 
St. Louisans who ever allow their taxes to 
become delinquent,” said City Collector 
Wenneker, ‘for they can not afford to pay 
the penalty. This year all of the heaviest 
payers have already obtained their re- 
ceipts. The penalty on delinquents is 8 
per cent per annum or at that rate for as 
many months as the delinquency is pro- 
longed. Take even 1 per cent of a $40,000 
tax, of which there are several, and see 
how it runs up. We have numerous com- 
paratively big taxpayers yet to hear from, 
but none of the heaviest. And by the rush 
We have here you can easily see that 
there is a general scramble to get within 
the fold.”’ 

When a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
called at the City Collector's office Monday 
afternoon, fifty-three clerks were busily 
at work. There was an incessant scratch- 
ing of pens on the ruled surface of big 
books. Counter clerks answered questions 
cautiously, but formally. There was no 
time for ceremony. There was a constant 
swinging of the outer doors. 

The immense throng inward bound, jostled 
against an equally immense throng going 
outward. It was a big crowd of St. Louis- 
ans bent on a common mission—the pay- 
ment of taxes while grace survives. Mos: 
of them deposited checks, but a few flung 
large sacks of real money at the busy 
clerks. 

“Counting Monday’s collections we will 
certainly take in a round million dollars 
by supper time Friday night,” said Collector 
Wenneker.

Nolan was arrested Monday night at his

' Bambrick and Kelleher. He was taken to 
the.

Nolan was somewhat agi- 
tated during the beginning of the examina- 

‘tion, but managed later to regain his com- 
posure. He admitted knowing Murphy, 
but denied knowing any one named Snider 
or Roberts. , 

Roberts was then brought into the office 


and said Nolan was the man he met in 
Murphy's house the day of the robbery. 
Nolan left the house with Roberts and 


‘Murphy, and said he had to go down town 

to prove an alibi in case he was arrested. 
The other two were to meet him in Bier- 
man’s saloon, on Broadway and Carr 
streets, after the robbery. 

When Roberts had concluded this state- 

> ment, Nolan turned to the Chief and said: 
“The man is crazy.’’ He could not, how- 
-ever, give. a good account of his move- 
ments on the day of the murder.

COLLECTOR'S OFFICE CROWDED 


The Delinquency Penalty After Jan. 1 
Is 8 Per Cent Per Annum and 
There Is 2 Mad Rush 
at Wenneker’s. 


Every afternoon this week a: 2 o'clock four 

trusty men leave the City Hall in a close 
carriage and drive directly to the National 
Bank of Commerce. They are supplied with 
guns of the most approved pattern. 
These men are the daily guardians of 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars of the 
municipality’s wealth, representing taxes 
paid by citizens who are anxious to avoid 
the penalty imposed upon delinquents. 

The days of grace for 1897 taxes end Friday 

evening at 6 o’clock. That is why the City 
Collector's office is one of the busiest places 
in St. Lonis this week. 
The aggregate tax collections for 1897 fall 
Short of the preceding year on account of 
the havoc wrought by the tornado, which 
Swept the city shortly before the Assessor 
made his figures for 1897. 

“Where there was a house and lot before 

the tornado we probably found only a lot 
afterward,’ explained Chief Clerk Jones of 
the Assessor’s office, “and that is how our 
figures shrunk. Of course we could not as- 
Sess a property owner for a house which 
was only a pile of ruins. In such cases we 
noted the lot only.”’ 
City Collector Wenneker’s receipt for cur- 
rent revenue tax bills shows, exclusive of 
dram shop licenses, harbor collections and 
other specials, $7,050,000. That amount is 
$20.000 less than was receipted for the pre- 
ceding year by Mayor Henry Ziegenhein, 
who was then City Collector. In the aggre- 
gate, the taxable wealth of St. Louis has 
increased with the natural healthy growth 
of the city, but overbalancing such growth 
is the shortage for which the tornado is 
responsible, 

But St. Louis is enormously wealthy and 
next year the cyclone will have no influ- 
ence on tax collections, because of the re- 
building of the desolated district. 

One afternoon last September when taxes 
were first announced due, a woman walked 
into the Collector’s office. Her coachman 
waited at the Market street entrance to the 
new City Hall, 

“IT want to pay my taxes,” she said, and at 
the same time she laid upon the counter 
$115,000, 

That woman was Mrs. Ann R, Alien, and 
in exchange for her immense deposit of 
money she received a receipt showing that 
the rich Allen estate had paid its tax obliga- 
tion for 1897. 

William H. Thompson, of the Bank of 
Commerce entered the Collector's office one 
day and left $97,000 as nonchalantly as a 
belated owl car patron pays five cents for a 
last year’s weinerwurst. Mr. Thompson was 
simply paying his taxes. 

Samuel Cupples dropped $40,000 into the 
municipal slot last fall and Adolphus 
Busch came along with $35,000. 

The list of St. Louisans who pay an an- 
nual tax of $30,000 is a long one. The $25,- 
000 list is still longer, and so on down. 

“There are but few of the really wealthy 
St. Louisans who ever allow their taxes to 
become delinquent.”’ said City Collector 
Wenneker, ‘‘for they can not afford to pay 
the penalty. This year all of the heaviest 
payers have already obtained their re-

RUSSIA’S HAND ON COREA. 


The Czar’s Government in Full Posses- 
sion of the Kingdom’s Finances. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The announce- 
ment of the determination of England and 
Japan to protest against the Emperor of 
Corea practically yielding the government 
of that country into the hands of the Rus- 
sian minister, excites great interest here, 
where the story of Russia's invasion of 
Corea is well known. 

A year or two ago Russia and Japan en- 
tered into a treaty of alliance, under which 
they agreed to assume jointly the re- 
sponsibility of preserving the peace and 
providing a good government for Corea. 
In the division of respons bility Russia took 
command of the army, the police and the 
direction of foreign affairs, Japan having 
the departments of education, agriculture 
and other comparatively un.wmportant 
branches of the government. The collection 
of revenue and the management of the 
finances were left in charge of an English- 
man named Mcleavy Brown, who held the 
title of “Adviser to the Finance Department 
and Chief Commissioner of Customs.” It 
was his dismissal by the Emperor of Corea 
which brought forth the English consul’s 
protest. The British war vessels are now

It was Mr. Brown’s duty to see to the 
honest collection of custome, which he per- 
formed so well there was a prospect that 
Corea’s indebtedness would soon be paid. 
Barly in November, however, to the sur- 
rise of all concerned, there appeared in 
Seoul, as a guest of the Russian legation, 
& Mr. Alexieff, whese calling cards bore 
the title. in French, ‘Councilor of State 
and Agent of the Ministry of Finance of the 
Imperial Russian Government,” and an in- 
scription in Chinese which read, ‘‘Super- 
intendent of the Finances of Corea.” 

It seems that the Czar induced or com- 
élled the Corean Ambaseador at St. Peters- 
surg to enter into a contract with Mr. 
Alexieff to manage the Corean finances

NASSAUER LEFT A LETTER. 


MECLARES KATIE DOSENBACH 
ASKED HIM TO KILL HER 
AND SHOOT HIMSELF. 


HER FATHER DENIES THIS. 


Nassauer and the Girl Met on a River 
Trip and He Followed Her to 
Her Home—Were to Have 
Been Married, 


Isaac Nassauer of West Point, Miss., 
brother of Marcus Nassauer, whose suicide 
Monday, after attempting the life of Miss 
Kate Dosenbach, who refused his atten- 
tions, stirred Clayton as nothing else ever 
did, arrived in St. Louis Tuesday morning. 
With him was L. Lazarus, a brother-in-law 
: Of the dead young man. 

Nassauer and Lazarus came from Cairo, 
Til. They went directly to Clayton, where 
Coroner Rouse met them and delivered

rand Anna Dosenbach entertained the caller. 
ec told her he was in the employ of the 

United States Secret Service.

Nassauer said he was about to leave 
for the East and called to say good-by to 
Miss Dosenbach. 

When Katie came in Anna left the. sit- 
ting-room through the folding doors which 
connect the sitting-room with the dining- 
room, ese doors were left open. 

While the young people conversed in low 
tones two nieces from St. Louis, spending 
the holidays with their cousins, and the 
two young Dosenbach girls moved about 
in the dining-room. They said the couple 
in the sitting-room seemed oblivious of 
the presence of the girlg in the dining. 
room, ; 

Finally Anna Dosenbach went out on the 
porch and the other girls went upstairs. 
Then three shots were heard in the sit- 
ting-room. 

As Anna Dosenbach looked around gehe 
saw Katie coming out of the door, the left 
shoulder of her dress ablaze, her face a 
picture of horror. 

Katie ran past Anna screaming. She ran 
down the walk 200 feet. She crossed to 
the residence of Mrs. Marie L. Turner. 
She burst into the room where Mrs. Turner 
Was sitting. 

“I'm shot,” Katie said. “He has shot 
me.”’ 

Mrs. Turner jis a practical, self-possessed 
woman. She was shocked, but she had 
presence of mind. She put out the flame 
which was burning Katie’s dress. 

Anna Dosenbach met some boys. She 
sent them to her father’s office for the 
ex-Sheriff and his son Daniel. She knew 
what had happened, for the visiting cou- 
sins looked in the sitting-room as they 
came down the stairs. They saw Marcus 
Nassauer lying there in a corner, uncon- 
scious, breathjng hard, his face covered 
with powder burns. 

Sheriff Kerth came up the hill panting. He 
found Nassauer lying on his back, his head 
in a corner, blood. gushing from his mouth. 

“Get a stretcher,” the Sheriff said to 
neighbors of the Dosenbachs who came in. 
While they were after the stretcher Nas- 
sauer ded, His body was taken to the 
Court-Houee, 

Dr. M. W. Caster of Clayton and Dr. E. 
M. Nelson of St. Louis were called, They

SHE WAS DEAD IN AN INSTANT. 


Her Husband and Children, Who At- 
tempted to Extinguish Flames, 
Were Badly Burned. 


The explosion of a coal oll lamp, at 7 
o'clock Monday evening, resulted in the 
burning of Mrs. William Klei, aged 58 years, 
and the serious injury of her husband and 
children, who attempted to extinguish the 
flames. 

The Klei family live on the second floor 
of the building at 922 North Twenty-Second 
street. Just after eupper Mrs. Klei was 
seated near the parlor stove, about ten feet 
away from a table on which stood a lamp. 
Suddenly the lamp exploded, throwing the 
flery flame over Mrs. Klei in a shower. 

The poor woman scream with agony. 
Her two daughters, Amanda and Lillie, 
rushed into the parlor, followed by their 
aged father, and the three made frantic 
efforts to save Mrs. Klei. But the oil and 
saturated clothing burned too flercély, and 
in an incredibly short space of time the 
woman fell to the floor dead, her body 
charred from head to foot. 

The flames were communicated to the 
furniture and were extinguished by neigh- 
bors who poured in on hearing Mrs. Klel’s 
screams. 

Amanda and Tillie Klei were badly blis- 
tered about the face and hands, and Mr. 
Klei was burned about the body, but the 

hysician who dressed their wounds, said 
hey would recover. 

Mrs. Klei leaves a husband and five chil- 
dren, three sons and two daughters... One 
of her sons is William Klei, Jr.. who keeps 
a saloon at 819 North Seventh street. The 
cause of the explosion is generally attribu- 
ted in oy neighborhood to an inferior quali. 
ty of oil.

He was 19 years old, handsome 
and dark. He had money in plenty. He 
was a mystery. He played cards at the 
Hotel Autenreith and paves for money, 
it is said. Occasionally he lost, but usually 
he won. He spoke of winning money in 
St. Louis. He once talked of buying a no- 
tion store at Clayton. He was a mystery 
to the Clayton folk, most of whom see noth- 
ing to enchant a stranger in the prosaic 
county seat. 

Nassauer went away once, but he came 
back. He said he had been at Wichita, 
Kan., visiting relatives. .Monday he talked 
of going away again for good and all. 

e said his name would be in the papers. 
He was going East. Someone was going 
with him. Those who heard him talk now 
believed he had planned an elopement. 

Nassauer came to St. Louls Monday 
morning. He bought a revolver. After din- 
ner he sat at the table writing letters. At- 
torney Zach J. Mitchell says the boy. seemed 
nervous, Nassauer did not seal the letters. 
He put them in envelopes and put the en- 
velopes in his pocket. 

At the inquest held last night by Cor- 
oner Rouse, the letters were produced.

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Annual Meeting of St. Louis Jurists 
Will Be Held To-Morrow. 


The law requiring all the nisi prius 
judges of the State to meet in annual con- 
ference and prepare for the General As- 
sembly such corrections and changes in the 
statutes as they may deem essential to 
harmonizing and perfecting the laws, is an 


old one. 

During many years the judges have as- 
sembled and gravely. written out their 
views, to which Legislatures paid little 
attention, and by and by the number of 
the. judicial delegates decreased to a hand- 
ful. But within the last three or four 
years the General Assembly has suddenly 
discovered a vast deal pf information in 
these reports. The judges, too, weary of 
having their views on practice in civil 
cases held as trivial, have branched out, 
as they should have done at first, and, 
suddenly growing conscious of the power 
and influence bestowed upon them, gone 
into the whole statutory field of review. 
As a consequence their recommendations 
now have almost equal weight with that 
of the Governor. And as another conse- 
quence their conferences are growing into 
the formal convention which the law con- 
templated, instead of the little caucus that 
has been characteristic of most of the 
gatherings of judges in the past. 

The annual conference for 1897 will be held 
in this city to-morrow night and about 
fifty of the judges will be present. It will 
be somewhat of an informal meeting this 
year, since there is no meeting of the 
General Assembly in 1898 and a year can 
pass by before the formulation of their 
report will be necessary. The off-year con- 
ferences are largely utilized to exchange 
experiences for their own personal benefit 
in connection with the trial of cases. 

Heretofore the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion has rather neglected its opportunities 
in connection with the Judicial Conference, 
which always meets in this city. But now 
the Bar Association has awakened to its 
responsibilities and will give the judges an 
informal reception at the Mercantile Club. 

President E. C. Elliot will preside at the 
gatheking at the club. He has appointed a 
Commiittee of prvaagements consisting of 
James Avery Webb, H. M. Pollard, W. E. 
Garvin and C. B. Allen, who have com- 
leted the Oe ge Mr. Webb is now in 
iemphis, ut will return in time for the 
convention. 

The principal speaker of the evening will 
be Judge Selden N. Spencer, and it is ex- 
pected that Judge Amos M. Thayer will 
make a few remarks. It will then be the 
privilege of the visiting Judges to respond as 
they may eee fit. 

The reception be purely informal, accom- 
panied by light refreshments of the buffet 
order, such as sandwiches and bottled beer. 
There will be about fifty judges in attend- 
ance and an equal number of members of 
the Bar Association. 

The business sessions of the conference 
are to be held at the Court House and the 
delegates will elect one of their number to 
preside. Heretofore the convention has 
only lasted one day, and it probably will 
not exceed that length this year.

He doesn’t come down to anybody's level 
and he doesn’t fly over anybody’s head. He 
is on the natural plane and he stays there 
and the people meet him.

Mr. Russell has ever had. Miss Comstock 
is an effective Sylvia and Edith Crane is 
notably strong as the society woman. “A 
Bachelor’s Romance” will be presented to- 
night and to-morrow afternoon and night. 
Thursday and Friday nights there will be a 
triple bill, including “The Taming of the 
Shrew.” Saturday night “The Rivals” will

Mr. Russell says his conception of the 
character of Petruchio is the same as Ed- 
win Booth’s. “I think,’ said he, “that the 
play was intended as pure comedy and for 
that reason I use the short version. Many 
of the love scenes between unimportant 
characters are cut out and we try to get to 
the essence of the play, which I take to be 
the humoge of it. A century or so ago play- 
wrights and actors, as a concession to a 
false sentimentality, had long, florid 
speeches that hampered the action of the 
play and would drive a modern audience 
away in disgust. Take “The Rivals.” Julia 
is eliminated from the version now used, 
yet the role was carried by the leading 
woman in the old days. It was dead timber. 
So it is with much of the long versions of 
Shakspearean plays. I saw Booth play Pe- 
truchio many years ago. He delighted in 
it and made the part humorous. My idea 
of the character coincides with his.”
